LOUISVILLE, Ky. — A Louisville-based church was granted an injunction in response to the city's 


crackdown on drive-in services. 


Earlier this week, On Fire Christian church sued Louisville Mayor Greg Fischer and the city of Louisville, 
arguing the mayor's action to stop drive-in services at churches was a violation of constitutional rights. 

According to court documents obtained by WLKY, Kentucky 
District Judge Justin Walker issued a temporary restraining order 
Saturday, which says the city is banned from stopping On Fire Christian Church from holding the services. 

"The Court enjoins Louisville from enforcing; attempting to enforce; threatening to enforce; or otherwise 
requiring compliance with any prohibition on drive-in church services at On Fire," court documents read. 

In Fischer’s Saturday news conference, the mayor said he is strongly encouraging churches to not hold drive- 
in services, but has not directed any law enforcement to stop them. 

He also mentioned there are pictures of people from that church during previous drive-in services, not social 
distancing. 

However, he says the city was not able to provide evidence in the lawsuit. 

"I regret that the judge did not allow us to present evidence that would have demonstrated that there is no 
legal enforcement mechanism communicated.” 

Republicans have also been critical Gov. Andy Beshear's response to church services, criticizing his decision 
to record license plates of people attending in-person Easter services.
